In this column I'd like to sug- 
gest a few of the programs that 
you can catch on radio that are 
worth switching off your TV sets. 


First of all, it seems to me that 
generally speaking the news pro- 
grams on radio are superior to 
those on TV. The TV news shows 
are weighted by the fact that not 
much of the news can be best told 
with pictures. The spoken word 
has advantages of mobility - that 
the pictures do not have. So you 
should choose radio for your news 
programs 

Personally, I lean to CBS for the 
morning news roundup, NBC for 
Morgan Beatty's evening news 
roundup; CBS for Murrow a quar- 
ter of an hour later and CBS again 
for the late news roundup 


Among special pleaders on the 
news you can choose from Fulton 
Lewis, Jr., Paul Harvey, Gabriel 
Heatter, George Sokolsky, Martin 
Agronsky, Cecil Brown and John

It is foolish to conclude that we 


Administration wishes to weaken 
the SCS merely because it has ef- 
fected this reorganization.

Regional Offices Out 


The chief feature of the reor- 
ganization is the elimination of 
seven regional offices.
